* that it had fpread all about in the 
* lower grounds.’ 

Mr Hoffman, a learned Danifh gen- 
tleman, faid that, ‘ The infection was 
* firft carried. into Denmark by raw 
‘ hides of cattle dead of this diftemper, 
€ rubbed with wood afhes, in order to 
* preferve them fit for tanning, which 
* were brought from Flaz~ers :-- That 
* fome cows fickened in a few days -af- 
* ter the unpacking of thefe hides in 
© Denmark ; and that they have loft 
“ above 50,000 head of cattle in that 
* kingdom.’ 

Mr Coilinfon, had becn informed, 
* that a farmer in Efex, who had the 
* diltemper among his cows, invited a 
* neighbouring farmer to come and af- 
* fit him in giving drenches to fome of 
* his fick cattle ; the good-natured man 
* went accorlne!v, and {pent belt part 
* of the day with his neighbour, to lend 
* him ‘his help in his diftrefs, little 
* dreaming of the il! confequence : for 
* being ‘fo many hours with the difeaf- 
* ed cows; fo much of the infeétious-ef= 
* fluviaadher'd to his clothes, that, as he 
*'was walking home, tho’ a mileand 
© ahalf, thro” a field in which +everal 
* of his own ¢ows were feeding, he 
* no fooner enter’d but they left off gra- 
* zing, ran,tothe farther end, fnorting 
* and flinging up their nofes, thewing 
* the srenvelt uneafinefs at their ma- 
* fter’s approach, and endeavouring, 
* as much as poffibiy they could, to a- 
€ void him, as though «they fmclt 
© fomething very dilagreeable; and fo 
* indeed it proved to them, for the ve- 
* ry next day many of them fell fick, 
* and died in a few days.’ 

The Dr. advifes the building feveral 
fimall huts, with faggots and broom, at 
a diftance from each other, and that a 
man there attend the fick cows, remote 
from, and-never to come near, the well.

thro’ the ancient Moduffes and compofitions 
for tythes, eftablifhed in divers parts of the na- 
tion, time immemorial. 

In the county and diocefe of York, feveral 
profecutions are already begua by the clergy, 
and fuits againft fome principal inhabitants of 
different parithes are now depending in the ex- 
chequer and ecclefiaftical courts. 

The cemands are for tythes of. pafture land, 
whereon horfes, mares, colts, oxen, fteers and 
other barren and unprofitable cattle are pa‘tured 
and fed. Thefe tythes are called sytbes for 
agifiment. 

For thefe tyther, as well as for thofe of Azy, 
a certain modus or compofition for the fame hs 
been paid time out of mind 5 and the generali .

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confequences to the land-stvners and occupiers 
are evident ; for, 

Either the parifhioners muft acquiefce, and 
fubmit to the clergyman’s demand, how exor- 
bitant foever it may be ; or, 

They will ftand expofed to frequent and vex- 
atious fuits at law, obliging them to afcertain 
the value of thefe tythes her agifiment, in which 
fuits the clergyman cannot tail of recovering 
fo much as will entitle him to cofts. 

And the ower or occupier, in his own de- 
fence, will be obliged to keep a punétual and 
particular account of the number of cattle he 
teeds, the exact time when he takes theminto 
pafture, and when he difcharges them from 
thence, and of every other minute. alteration 
in his ftock. For the clergyman may exact 
tythe of the cattle above-mentioned, tho’ they 
have been kept but a month, or a lefs time.

An important Remark upon a Miftake of 
the Abbe ve St Pierre, with regard 
to the Salubrity of the Air at Paris be- 
yond that of London. By a Gentle- 
man of Amfterdam. 


OME time ago looking into Tome 

xii. of the Moral and political Works 
of the Abbe St Pierre, 1 fell upon Arti- 
cle xxv. where that judicious author 
obferves a remarkable difference in the 
wholefomne/s of the air _of London and 
that of Paris. 
fters of births and burials from 1701 to 
1736, he found the number of dead a- 
mount to more than one third, above 
the births in London, whereas in Pa- 
vis the burials were lefs than the births, 
in proportion of 42 to 43. Suppofing 
this to be matter of fact, he concludes, 


very naturally, that the air of London E 


multbe very unwholefome.* He might 
at the fame time have concluded that in 
lefs than half a century Great Britain 
mutt become almoft'a defert, from the 
numbers of people which flock from 
all parts of the country to fupply that 
capital. But ought not a niequence, 
fo obvious as this, have railed in M. StF 
Pierre a fafpicion that there was fome 
error in his calculation? For in all o- 
ther places providence maintains a jufter 
proportion between deaths and births, 
and even in the worft of air there never 
happens, in the natural courfe, fo pro- 
digious a difference as that of more than 
one third. Befides, the air of London, 
which feems unhealthy to ftrangers, 
becaufe of the fmoak of the coal, which 
is very thick in winter, muft of itfelf 
be at leat as pure as that of any great 
city in the world, fince it is built ona

full of wide ftreets, adorn’d -with a- 
bundance of fquares, plentifully fup-

river. Moreover it is inconceivable, 
or rather impoffible, that a city, where 
refidence is fo mortal as it is reprefent-

‘ was under Queen Efizateth. In thort, 


thofe who have read the political arith- 
metich of Sir Wm Petry will find that, 
according to that gentleman, London 
doubles its inhabitants every 40 years ; 
which would be abjolutely impoffible, 
on the Abbe’s fuppofition, 

Thefe reflections, I cannot. deny, 
muft needs {till more and more embar- 
rafs thofe calculators, who imagine 
“the printed: extraéts of the regifters of 
deaths and chriftenings to be a fufficient 
authority ; and I have-often obferved, 
from queftions propofed to me by intel- 
ligent perfons on this fubjeét, that the 
was regarded as a myftery, and 
mutt be ftill fo to thofe who never were 
in England, or have not had opportuni- 
ty to inveftigate the truth. 

I fhall, therefore, take occafion, as I 
have obtained the neceflary lights, to 
folve the difficulty, and unriddle the 
whole affair, that has furnifh’'d M. 
de Pierre with matter for groundlefs and 
whimfical feflexions on the kings and 
joe of Great Britain, in which 

e — his aftonifhment that they 
fhould not rather have their refidence, at 
Oxford, or {ome other place nearLondon, 
than in fo unhealthy a city. 

1. The city of London contains a vaft 
number of inhabitants of different na- 
tions, as well as different religions. Be- 
fides thofe of the epifcopal perfuafion, 
who are poffeis’d of all the parifh 
churches,there is a prodigious multitude 
of Prefbyterians, Quakers, and other 
Diffenters, who have their feparate meet- 
ings, befides French Refugees, of whom 
there are zo churches, Germans, both 
Lutherans and Reformed, Swedes and 
Walloons, who have churches well fre- 
uented, Roman Catholics, who fill all 
the chapels of ambaffadors of their per- 
fuafion, and ‘fews, of whom there are 
two fynagogues tolerably large.

In 
1626 there dyed at Loydom, a merchant, A 
who was a Eso both by birth and re- 
ligion, and belonged to the retinue of 
the ambafiador, being his {ecretary. 
His name was Maghomet Shaug fware, 
and he was bury’d without the church- 
yard of St Betipb's Biappa but in 
a: place clofe adjoining to it. His fon 
ereéted atomb for him, which 1s ftillto 
be feen,* on which was cut, in the Per- 
fan tongue, the name of the deceafed 


with the following words, “ This» 
*€ tomb was erected for Coya Shaugly- 
** ware, the chief of the fervants of the 


** King of Perfiz, during 20 years,who 
** came here on the bufinels of the 
** King of Perfi2, and died in his fer- © 
“vice. If any Perfian travelling from 
“< his own country comes to this place, 
** Jet him read this, and offer up a 
*¢ prayer for the deceafed. The Lord 
*€ receive his foul! Here lies Magb- 
** omet Shaughfware, who was born in 
*€ the city of Novey in Perfia.” The 
funeral folemnities were perform’d in D 
public Auguff 10. Between the hours 

8 and g in the morning, the ambaf- 
fador, followed by the fon of the de- 
ceafed, and feveral other perfons, ac- 
company’d the corps to the place where 
it was interred. ‘The fon feating him- 
felf to the North of the fepulchre, with — 
his legs acrofs, read and chaunted cer- 
tain thihgs alternately, intermixing with 
his reading and chaunting abundance of 
fighs and tears. ‘T'his, with other cere- 
monies performed over the grave, lafted 
near half an hour, after which the 
friends of the deceafed, to the number 
of fix, did not fail of coming to the F 
tomb every morning for a month to- 
gether to offer up {ome devotions and 

rayers, and would have done {fo per- 
aps much longer if the populace, who 
began to infult them, had not prevent- 
ed it. ;

An Extraf of a Letter to Dr HALES, 
from the Rt Rev. the Lord Bifbop of

mong the Horned Cattle, the Bifbop de- 
fires may be communicated tothe Pub- 
lic, be being of opinion, from the Suc- 
cels-on-the few Infiancestn which it has 
bien tried, that 1t would be a means to 
preferve the Lives of Multitudes of Cat- 
tle, if timely applied, viz. 


é 
- ; ie one gallon of frefh tar, pour 
fix gallons. of cold water, itir 
and work them ftrongjy together, with 
a large flat flick for the ipace of one 
full hour: let. the whole itand fix or 
eight hours, that the tar may iubiide ; 
then fcum it, and pour off the water, 
whereof ‘three galions warm are to be 
given the firitt day, two the fecond, and 
one the third day, at equal intervals, 
the doie not being Jefs than a pint, nor 
more than a quart; and the beait being 
all that time, and for two or three days 
after, kept warm, and nourifhed, if it 
will not eat hay, with mafh or gruel. 

“* T believe this courfe will rarely fail, 
of fuccefs, having often obferved daa 
in human kind to have been cured by a 
fimilar method. But, as in fevers, it’ 
often throws out puitules or ulcers on 
the furface of the body, fo in beafts 
it may be prefumed to do the like; which 
ulcers, being anointed with a little tar, 
will, I doubt not, in a fhort time dry 
up and difappear. 

“* By this means the lives of infected 
cattle may be preferved at the expence 
of a gallon of tar foreach. A thing 
which I repeat and inculcate, not only 
for the fake of the cattle, and their own- 
ers, but alfo for the benefit of mankind 
in general, with regard to a fever; 
Which terrible fubdyer and deftroyer | 
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eur fpecies, I have conftantly found to 
be itlelf eafily fubdued by tar-water, 
Neverthelefs, tho’ in moft other cates I 
find that the ufe of this medicine hath 
generally obtained, yet in this moft dan- 
gerous.and frequent cafe, where its aid 
is moft wanted, and at the fame time 
molt fure, I do not find that the ufe 
thereof has equally obtained abroad in 
the world. 

Tt grieves me to think that fo many 
thoufands of our f{pecies fhould daily 
perith, by a dillemper which may be 
eafily cured by a remedy fo ready at 
hand, fo eafy to take, and fo cheap to 

urchafe as tay-water, which I never 

new to fail, when copioufly drank, in 
any fort of fever. And this I fay, after 
more than an hundred tryals, in my own 
family and neighbourhood. 

«* But whatever backwardnefs people 
may haveto try experiments an them- 
felves or their friends, yet it is hoped 
they may venture to try them on their 
cattle, and that the fuccefs of fuch try- 
als in fevers of brutes (for a fever it 

lainly is) may difpofe them to proba- 
Ble hopes, of the fame fuccefs in their 
own {pecies. “ 

“« Experiments, I grant, ought to be 
made with caution, and yet they may 
be made, and a¢tually are made every 
day on probable reafons and analogy. 
Thus, for inftance, becaufe I knew that 
tar-water was cordial and diaphoretic, 
and yet no inflamer, I ventured to give 
it in every ftage of the {mall-pox, tho’ 
J had never heard before of its being 
given otherwile than as a * prefervative 
againit that diltemper; and the fuccefs 
aniwered my expectation. 

“* If I can but introduce the general 
ufe of tar-water for this murrain, which 
is in truth a fever, 1 fatter mytelf this 
may pave the way for its general ufe in 
all fevers whatioever. 

«© A murrain among cattle hath been 
fometimes oblerved to be the forerunner 
of the plague among men. If that 
fhould prove the preferft cafe (which 
God forbid) I would earneftly recom- 
mend the copious drinking of warm 
tar-water, from the very firltappearance 
of the fymptoms of fuch plague. Ido 
alfo recommend it to be try’d in like 
- mhanner againit the bite of a mad dog, 
when other approved medicines are not 
at hand.

ExpERIMENTS o” Guass Tues, 
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mee Wich gia’ robes fons afire.. 
placed a tube, of 54 inches long,and 
three tenths of an inn thick, at — an- 
gle of 49° with the horizon; the lower 
end was fupported with a pivot, and 
placed in achina bafon; the upper end 
Was fupported with a glafs tube, about 
4 inches from the fire. ‘The fupported, 
tube almoft immediately began to move 
round upon its axis, with its upper fide 
towards the fire, with a motion of a- 
ut three times round in, one minute, 
tried it at feveral angles, with the ho- 
rizon, and found the fame effect, but 
when it was placed perpendicular, it 
ftood ftill.——I then placed two other 
tubes at right angles to the face of the 
fire, and nearly horizontal, except a 
little rifing towards the fire, and upon 
thefe I placed a tube, of about 50 inches 
long, and fix tenths of an inch diame- 
ter; and preiently this {upported tube 
began to move towards the fre, and roll 
about its axis, until it came at the bars,

Milfs Biddy per ee very natural- 
Ds, and conceals all her fuitors. from 
er aunt’s knowledge, and entertains 
them when fhe is taking her afternoon’s 


nap. 

‘The good lady would not give old 
Sir Simon her confent to become a fui- 
tor, unlefs, he obtained Mifs Piddy’s.
